ZINOVIEFF CALLS 
LETTER A LIE. 

London, October 26:—(By The As- 
sociated Press)—In a message for- 
warded to the British Trade Union 
congress today, M. Zinovieff declares 
that the document dated August 15 
attributed to him is “a gross falsifi- 
cation.” The document in question is 
the letter received by the central com- 
mittee of the British communist party 
signed by Zinovieff and made public 
by the British government October 24. 

“There was not and could not be 
any such letter,” says Zinovieff’s 
imessage. “It seems that the laurels 
of Mr. Hughes are being divided by 
someone in England. It is absolutely 
manifest that we have in this case a 
too clear election maneuver.” 

M. Zinovieff then refers to an of- 
fer which he made to Secretary 
Hughes to establish the falsity of a 
certain document, which, he asserts, 
Mr. Hughes “ran away from, feafing 
disclosure of a forgery.” 


Manchester, England, October 26.— 
Addressing a communist meeting here 
tonight, Arthur McManus, British 
representative in the communist in- 
ternationale, who was named as one 
of the signatories of the Zinovieff let- 
ter, denied that he had anything to 
do with it, or had any knowledge 


of it. 

“Those behind this document,” he 
said, “know they are lying.

Funeral services will be held at 3 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon at the 
First Presbyterian church of which 
he was a trustee. Burial will be 
in Cave Hill cemetery. General Hal- 
deman will be buried in his full uni- 
form as commander of the Confederate 
veterans. 

Exiled During War. 

General William Birch Haldeman, 
soldier, editor and former democratic 
national committeeman, was born in 
Louisville, July 27, 1846, the son of 
Walter N. Haldeman, founder of the 
Louisville Courier-Journal. 

Exiled with his father, during the 
civil war, he fought for the south, but 
after the war returned here. 

At the outbreak of the conflict the 
elder Haldeman was editor and pub- 
lisher of the Journal. On account of 
his suuthern sympathies his paper was 
suppressed. The general was commis- 
sioned an ensign in the Confederate 
navy but he soon resigned tu join the 
famous Orphans’ Brigade. 

With the coming of peace the Hal- 
demans, father and son, returned to 
Louisville and revived the Journal. 
Young Haldeman left a year later to 
attend college and on his return be- 
gan his career as editor of the weekly 
edition of the Courier-Journal. Later 
it became a daily, and in May, 1884, 
the Times, an afternoon edition was 
added to the property. Mr. Haldeman 
became editor after the retirement of 
his father and with his brother, Bruce 
Haldeman, was principal owner of the 
property from which he amassed a 
fortune. 

General Haldeman repeatedly de- 
clined public offices, it is said, with 
three exceptions. Through his _ in- 
terest in racing he accepted appoint- 
ment to the state racing cemmission, 
and because of his military service 
was made adjutant general of Ken- 
tucky. The third office was that of 
democratic national committeeman. 


Was Serving Second Term. 


His long service in the ixterests of 
the veterans of the south culminated 
when he was elected commander-in- 
chief of the United Confederate Vet- 
erans at the reunion in New Orleans 
in April, 1925. 

He was reelected at the reunion in 
Memphis in June of this year, and im- 
mediately thereafter participated in 
the dedication of a memorial shaft at 
Fairview, Ky., to Jefferson Davis, 
president of the Confederacy. On that 
occasion General Haldeman was maz 
ter of ceremonies, and he there visual- 
ized a dream that for several years 
had been sacred to his heart and to 
which he had devoted much of his 
time, 


Never Missed Reunion. 


When the idea of erecting a me2- 
morial at the birthplace of the Con- 
federacy’s leader was born at.a re 
union of the Orphans’ brigade, Gen- 
eral Haldeman immediately set about 
to bring the undertaking to a success- 
ful conclusion. He campaigned for 
funds for the shaft and conferred with 
those in charge of the work at fre- 
quent intervals. : 

It was said that he never missed a 
reunion of Confederate veterans. As 
commander of the veterans of the 
Orphans’ brigade he was widely 
known throughout the south. 

General Haldeman married Miss 
Lizzie R. Offutt, of Shelbyville, Ky.

London, October 27.—Dr. Baade, 
German astronomer, has discovered 
an object of the tenth magnitude, and 
planetary in aspect, moving so rapidly |} 
that he suspects it is a comet, says a 
message from Copenhagen to the 
Greenwich observatory. Should this 
prove to be true the discovery would 
be of the greatest interest, because of 
the proximity of the object’s orbit to 
the earth. 

Its position at 7 o’clock tonight is 
given as right ascension 21 hours, 25 
minutes, north declination 12 degrees, 
00 minutes. It is not far from the 
star Epsilon, in the constellation Pe- 
gasus, which constellation can be seen |

Cambridge, Mass., October 27. | 
Confirmation of the discovery by the) 
German astronomer Baade of a ce- | 
lestial object that may be a comet or' 
an asteroid was received at the Har- 
vard college observatory today in a 
cablegram announcing that the object 
had been seen again by the Belgian 
Delporte. His observation agreed with 
that of Baade that it was of the tenth 
magnitude and that it had character- 
isties not those ot a fixed star. He! 
was unable, however, to identify it 
more definitely. 

Word of Baade’s discovery has been 
wired by Harvard to the leading as- 
tronomers of the country, and further 
confirmations are expected in the next | 
day or two. It was said that the 
orbit of the object has not yet been 
worked out and until this is done it 
may not be possible to say just what 
the object is, although a few more | 
observations may identify it.

The first meeting of the Gate City 
Guard since its reorganization in Au- 
gust will be held tonight at the Ansley 
hotel when approximately 75 promi- 
nent Atlantans will meet in the Rain- 
bow reom. An elaborate dinner will 
be served, covers being laid for 75. 
Lieutenant Colonel Eugene Oberdor- 
fer, Jr., executive officer of the 122d 
infantry, Georgia national guard, and 
president of the Gate City Guard, will 
preside. 

Upon condusion of the world war 
the guard was mustered out of the 
service and has been inactive since 
that time until August of this year, 
when former members reorganized. At 
the meeting tonight plans for the fu- 
ture of the organization will be dis- 
cussed. 

Oldest Unit in South. 


The Gate City Guard is the oldest 
rilitary unit in the south, having 
been organized in 1358, and acquit- 
ting itself with honor and glory in 
every conflict since the war between 
the states. It has furnished move 
officers and military leaders te the 
nation than any other organization in 
the south, it is said, and its roster 
has always included Atlanta’s leading 
citizens. 

The guard was presented with its 
first flag in 1860 and soon was called 
into service with the Confederate 
army. After that conflict the organ- 
ization remained an active unit in ci- 
vilian life and soon attracted wide in- 
terest as a social organization, wear- 
ing brilliant and highly expensive uni- 
forms, and was noted throughout the 
southland, according to the older Art- 
lanta citizens. 

In the Spanish-American war and 
in the world war the unit partici- 
pated, being mustered out of the serv- 
ice shortly after the armistice in No- 
vember, 1918, At that time there was 
no military organization to ‘carry 
on,” it is said, resulting in tempo- 
rary inactivity of the unit. 

Becomes Company F. 

After some investigation and con- 
sideration, however, it was decided te 
designate it as Company F, of the 
second battalion, and this unit was 
invested with the rights and privi- 
leges with which the old guard was 
clothed. Renewal and amendment to 
the original charter was obtained and 
the new Gate City Guard was ex- 
panded to form a regiment—former 
members of the old guard furnishing 
most of the officers and non-com- 
missioned officers for the new guard. 

So the Gate City Guard, as reor- 
ganized, represents the entire 122d 
infantry of the Georgia national 
guard. Membership is by invitation 
only, it is said, 

As reorganized Lieutenant Colonel 
Oberdorfer is president, First Ser- 
geunt Esmond P. 
Captain Harry A. Heins and Capta 
Roy LeCraw are vice presidents, 
First Sergeant Roy E. Norvell, Lieu- 
temant Ray A. Nixon, First Sergeant 
Joseph Spencer, Corporal W._ B. 
Lowe and Sergeant Major FE. C. Babb 
—these composing the board of. trus- 
tees.

PROTEIN. 

The old Greeks must have been 
very fond of grubbing for roots and 
verbs. Among the many English 
vords derived from Greek rogts or 
verbs is protein, which is extracted 
from a Greek ver» meaning “to take 
first place.” As we all consume more 
or Jess protein at every meal we 
should know a bit abour it. Every 
living thing contains proteins. Plants 
build their own protein out of the 
elements in soil o: air. Animals and 
man must get their protein in food. 
here are a great many different 
troteins recognized by physiological 
chemistry—nearty a hundred—and the 
different proteins have varying bio- 
icgical value or utility as food, but 
the common characteristic which dis- 
tinguishes proteins from other food 
materials and body materials is the 
r.trogen which enters into fhe strue- 
ture of the protein molecule. Besides 
nitrogen, all proteins contain &kydro- 
sen, oxygen, cardon and sulphur, and 
many contain phosphorus and iron. 
The nitrogen is the outstanding ele- 
ment. Protein is commonly called “ni- 
trogenous” food or body material or 
waste matter. No protein, no growth; 
ii is the body buiiding material. No 
protein, no yepair. Weli, for that 
matter, no protem, no life. 

Protein is building material. Natur- 
aiiy some building materials are very 
s00d and some are very poor. The 
protein of egg (egg albumin or white 
of egg) is one of the perfect ones— 
ncrmal nutrition and growth may be 
maintained on egg albumin ag the 
valy protein material in the diet. The 
proteins of milk are perfect, too—lac- 
ta'bumin which forms a “scum” when 
wilk is heated, and casein which 
iaakes up the curd—milk as the sole 
source of protein being adequate for 
normal growth and nutrition of man 
end animals. The protein of wheat, 
g'utein, is less raluable than egg or 
milk protein, though it will maintain 
rermal growth aad nutrition in ani- 
mals, The chief protein of corn, zein, 
is not sufficient as the sole protein, 
to maintain normal growth of young 
animals. The protein obtained from 
bones, cartilage or gristle, hides and 
hoofs, gelatin, will support neither 
srowth nor nutrition, when fed as 
the sole protein sr. diet. 

So far as the relative values of the 
inany different proteins are concern- 
ed in our ordinary dietary, if we 
make proper use of milk and dairy 
nroducts in general we will get ample 
vuilding and’ repair material for the 
reeds of the body. Not only that, 
ut in an ordinarily-varied diet, even 
if meat be excluded, one is sure to 
get enough protein, for all -require- 
ments; it would be rather difficult 
to select a plain o¢ simple menu which 
does not contain enough protein. 

The physiologis:s tell us that the 
Caily need of the body of an adult at 
rest is around 2 1-2 ounces of pro- 
iein. Perhaps the average growing 
boy or girl of 12 yvears reauvires more 
taan the full grown adutt. Certainly 
ihe active boy or girl from 12 to 18 
needs more food than the average 
father or mother does. 

There is no perticular reason fo 
associate nrotein in the ciet, or any 
assumed disturbance or tanit of pro- 
tein metabolism in the hddy, with 
nephritis (Bright’s disease) and no 
ground for tke ecmmon notion that 
persons with nephritis must avoid 
meats or “red meats.”

The war department does not give 
credit to any one American division 
for stopping the drive. In June and 
July, 1918, the American divisions 
helped to shatter the enemy advance 
toward Paris and to turn the retreat 
into a triumphant offensive. ‘The 
Seeond division, with elements of the 
Third and Twenty-eighth divisions, 
blocked the German advance towarl 
Paris at Chateau-Thierry and ren- 
dered great wussistance in stopping 
perhaps the most dangerous of the 
German drives. The Second division 
not only halted the enemy on its 
front but also recaptured from him 
the strong tactical positions of Bour- 
esches, Bellean Wood and Vaux.

Noted Mentor Is Stricken 
With Acute Indigestion 
While Directing Scrimmage 


BY WESTBROOK PEGLER. 

New York, October 27.—Percy 
Haughton—Haughton of Harvard— 
was stricken with acute indigestion as 
he drove his Columbia university foot- 
ball team through its Monday after- 
noon practice. Doctor Withington, the 
assistant coach, took his pulse, observed 
the agonies of the big, raw-boned, bald 
athlete and sent him to St. Luke's 
hospital, a couple of miles away from 
the field. Haughton’s car rolled into 
the driveway at 5 o'clock. Half an 
hour later Perey Haughton was dead. 

Haughton died within the week in 
which his Columbia team was to have 
played Cornell in the big test of the 
Haughton system. He came to Co- 
lumbia last year amid considerable 
clamor and uproar, acclaimed as the 
eue man who could revive the fight- 
ing spirit beneath the jerseys of the 
Columbia squad. His first season 
was only fair. 

This year Haughton’s 
beaten four schvols, including Wil- 
liams, which whipped Cornell. Next 
Saturday’s game with Cornell was to 
be the show-down. Cornell, although 
defeated by Rutgers and Williams, is 
still regarded as one of the stalwarts 
of eastern football. 

The Columbia Spectator, which is 
in close touch with the athletic af- 
fairs of the university, had beén un- 
able to find out late Monday eve- 
ning whether Columbia would go 
through with the game to win for 
Haughton’s memory or would cancel 
it out of respect for him. There 
were arguments in favor of each. 

35 Years on Grid. 

Haughton was 49 years old. He 
had been in football about 35 years, 
starting in his prep days at Groton 
school, where he played for six years. 
He was a fullback and tackle on the 
Harvard varsity for tour vears, clos- 
ing his playing career in 1899. 

Thereafter he coached Cornell for 
two years. He returned to Harvard 
as coach in 1908 and it was during 
his long service there from 1908 to 
1916 that he made the Haughton sys- 
r famous. This system is some- 
thing of a fetish in the east and up 
at Columbia they said he hadn't been 
there long enough to put it into full 
operation. So far as the popular 
understanding goes, the Haughton eys- 
fon was just a word, a label to de- 
scribe Haughton’s method of teachine 
one football team to lick a lot of 
other football teams. 

Haughton had his residence and his 
business in Boston, but two vears ago, 
when Columbia could stand the hn- 
miliatior of pernetual football  de- 
feat no longer, he was persuaded toa 
come down to the big New York school 
and take the ease, The report was 
that he took a three-year contract at 
$15.000 a year. | 

Columbia in football was something 
like Sailor Maxted or Al Reich in 
the ring. AlWays was ahout to snan 
out of it and start winning... But 
defeat was like a disease there. Twen- 
tv years ago Columbia wu« great and 
even whipped Yale. 

Game Abolished. 

In 1905 one of the Colnmbia hove 
was killed at football and the game 
was abolished. It was resumed in 
1913 but for 10 vears it was impossi- 
ble to rekindle the old flash. 

Haughton, a very austere man, but 
not really unkind, managed to tury 
out a team that won four games, los* 
four and tied one last year his first 
senson at Coluinhia. But most of the 
glory went to Walter Koppisch. the 
star of the bhackfield, who is now 
captain of the team for the third 
time. In the Dartmouth game, the 
last game of Columbia’s season, Co- 
lumbia made a snarling fight of it 
until Koppish went down and ont 
with a snlintered arm. Then Colum- 
bia lay down and was whipped. 

Hlaughton’s words to the team after 
the game, whether he ever uttered 
them or not. have hecome classic. He 
is said to have remarked coldly: “I 
have had teams whipped before but 
T never had one quit on me like you 
fellows did today.”

HARVARD COACHES 
STUNNED BY NEWS. 

Boston, October 27.—News of the 
death of Percy Haughton, famous 
eoach who placed Harvard university 
at the top of the football list, has cast 
shadows of gloom among’ students, 
graduates and football enthusiasts in 
Boston and around the university in 
Cambridge. 

Although Haughton had not been 
actively connected with Harvard since 
1916, when he resigned as coach, his 
name is still almost sacred to stu- 
dents and alumni. 

The present Harvard coaching staff, 
headed by Robert T. Fisher, were 
gathered at the. Harvard club on Com- 
monwealth avenue, when informed of 
his death. Startled by the unexpected 
word, they sat in silence for minutes. 
Then Head Coach Fisher, his eyes 
watery, called off the meeting. 

Later he made the following state- 
ment to the United News: 

“It is hard to believe Percy Haugh- 
ton is dead. He was so eternally ac- 
tive and his spirit so dominant it 
seems impossible that he is not still 
with us. Haughton is Harvard foot- 
ball. He assumed charge at Cam- 
bridge when the sport was at its low- 
est ebb. By wonderful ability, his 
commanding personality and fine wun- 
derstanding of human nature he 
brought Harvard teams national rec- 
ognition. His death deprives Harvard 
oe wef of its staunchest and best 
riend,.”

“Women hold the balance of power 
in their hands,” said Judge Samuel} 
Sibley in a stirring address before 
the members of the Atlanta Woman's 
club at their regular meeting Mon- 
day afternoon.

The “Iron Law of Wages” theory 
has fallacies. 

The “Iron Law of Wages” theory 
is an old one which arose in France 
during the 18th century. This theory 
stated that “wages constantly tend to 
fall to the amount just necessary to 
maintain the laborer and bring up a 
new generation.” This theory is based 
on the cost of production. 

The theory was thought to work 
out because it was held that any in- 
crease in real wages would be followed 
by an increase in population and this 
increase in population would immedi- 
ately make for cheaper labor. If, on 
the other hand, the wages fell below 
the point necessary for subsistence, it 
was held that the laborer would starve 
—or his children would—and conse- 
quently produce a shortage of labor 
which would send .wages up to the 
standard again.
